Washington, Feb. 22.—Filial fight 


on the railroad bill, ten months in the 
making, will shift tomorrow to the 
senate, 
with leader* predicting Its 


sp >edy enactment by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. 


The conference report, a. compro- 


mise whipped together from the fun- 
damentals of the Cummins and Esch 
bills, frosh from the house with r clean 
margin of 09 votes, will be laid before 
the senate immediately after the read- 
ing of iVashingrton's farewell address. 
It will have the right of way over th*> 
peace treaty and all other measures, 
and while the senate works accord- 
ing to its own fancy, it could concur 
Tvith the lower branch in half rn hour 
or hold up the bill by fillibustertng 
methods until March 1, the date fixed 
by President Wilson for the return of 
the roads to private control. 


The general opinion among senators 


tonight was that no serious opposition 
would develop, and that the law under 
•which the roads will attempt to work 
out their own salvation after the long 
period of federal control would be in 
the hands of the president-by the mid- 
dle of the week. 


As is always the case with important 


legislation, there was wide discussion 
today over the possibility of thi- wreck- 
ing of the bill by presidential veto. At 
the same time there was considerable 
Interest in the meeting- here tomorrow 
ot the general committeemen of all 
the railroad labor organizations to dis- 
cuss the president's proposal for set- 
tlement of wage grievances. The date 
of the conference had no Sheet bear- 
ing on the plan of Senator Cummins 
for calling up the railroad bill. Or- 
ganized labor made its fight In the 
hpuse, with varying success, according 
to the individual view of members for 
and against adoption of the compro- 
mise measure.

Due to Increasing Cost of Homes 


More Than 54 Per Cent of Nation'* Population Are Paying Kent, Interehuuh 


Survey Shows—New York City Lead* Country, With 97 In Every 


100 In Manhattan Giving Monthly Tribute to Landlord. 


More than 88 per cent of the homes 


In New Tork City are rented. In the 
Borough of Manhattan th« percentage 
rises to 07. 


Nor-Is this condition limited to the 


Metropol's. It Is-common to roost 
cities. 
The people of the United 


States who live in rented homes are In 
excess of 54 per cent of the population, 
according to the latest government re- 
turns. About 45 per cent, own the 
houses In which they live. 


These statistics have been collected 


for the surrey of city life now being 
conducted by the Interchnrch World 
Movement to provide a practical pro- 
gram for closer co-operation of Protes- 
tant Churches In America. And the 
surrey already reveals one of the 
gravest problems now confronting the 
Church. 
; 


Bentefl homes, the survey shows, 


mean migrant families, for the day of 
the long lease la passing, and increases 
in rent cause Increases in moving. The 
•ilgratlon of families has shifted and 
dunged the congregations of urban 
chniche*. And too often the family 
that moves beyond the reach of one 
cnurch does not transfer Its member- 
ship to another, even though It attends 
that other. 


The moving family, say the workers 


M tn« sorrey, leaves the church letter. 


by which membership Is tamsferrecl, 
and the family cat behind. If the 
church did not have More lives than a 
cat, these survey workerg *re begin- 
ning to think, it would have been dead 
long ago, for, Just as the family "loses" 
its cat, a church loses members, al- 
though another church does taot gain 
them. 


One preacher in a pastorate of 13 


years noted 3,000 changes In his con- 
gregation. • 


The present generation of the city, 


the survey reveals, Is a generation of 
wanderers because of the growing 
number of rented homes and the rising 
rents. As a result, the family church 
Is becoming an urban rarity. The fam- 
ily In which the father Is a founder of 
the Church be attends, married to a 
member of the congregation, and with 
children baptized by the family Min- 
ister, Is more and more seldom found, 
the survey workers report. 


Too often the Increase In not has 


sent the family to another neighbor- 
hood.

.breakfast he mounted his horse, and 
•visited those parts of the estate where 
any work was going on. seeing to 
everything with his own eyes, and 
often with his own hand. 


Relaxation In Gayctie*. 


Occasionally he and Mrs. Washing- 


ton wonliKpay a visit to Annapolis, at 


rthat time the sent of government of 
Maryland, and partake of the gayetles 
which prevailed during the session of 
the legislature. The society of these 
seats of provincial governments was 
polite and fashionable, and more ex- 
clusive than In these republican days.

Tlio farmers and dairymen of the 


Elate of Now 1'oik, 
stlonK witM the 


fchlppeis and handlers of milk In the 
•\arloua cities, and tile companies m- 
g:jged In the manufacture of condens- 
ed rnilk nnd the numerous forms of 
milk by-products, are \ery properly 
concsrned ovi»r the provisions of the 
Thompson bill, a measure lately in- 
tioduccd In the senate proposing to 
Kive to a ••late commission arbitrary 
powers which would no doubt be 
from tlie lirst inimical and in the 
end not Improbably destructive to the 
greatest o£ the .vtute's agricultural In- 
dustries. 


Among the drastic piovlslons of the 


bill are authority to exer^e Juilsdic- 
tlon over production, tiansportatlon, 
manufacture, 
storage, 
distribution 


and sale of milk and milk products 
in tho state of New York. It Is pro- 
posed to fix prices for the producer 
and middleman and in general by 
restrictive icgulationi) to compel pro- 
ducers and operator to make full 
reports to the commission, with such 
other information as the milk com- 
mission ' may request. Other powers 
of 
the 
commission would in first 


class cities map out the territory to 
bo covered by wagons, and, when it 
chose, to prohibit or limit the sale of 
fluid milk in any part of the state 
to producers of condensed, milk ur 
other milk products, In order to keep 
down tho price of fluid milk in cities 


A perusal of the measure as a 


•whole, or even of the above meager 
synopsis, la evidence that it is one 
which threatens serious consequences 
to th,« dairymen of New York state. 
As is well understood, the production 
of milk is not uniform, and at certain 
seasons of the year there is • large 
surplus which for profit mu»t find 
some other market than the one af- 
forded by its consumption In a fluid 
state. In some measure to stabilize 
the sale and the price, and to provide 
an output for a surplus fri which 
otherwise there would be no market 
save at a loss, condensaries, like those 
of tho Nestio company in Oneonta and 
Cooporstown, and of the Burdens and 
Other corporation:- in this section, 
have been established, end by them 
the dairymen of the state have al- 
ready been benefltted. If th» propos- 
ed milk commission, for the purpose 
of reducing the price of milk to a 
point below the natural figure, is to 
have power to say how much milk 
shall be sold to the condensaries, th* 
dairymen ' will often find milk upon 
their hands for which no output can 
be found, the dairy business will be 
discouraged, and many farmers will 
discontinue 
production", 
turning to 


other pursuits, since no legislator 
•would dare to venture so far a* by 
law to compel farmers to engage .n 
dairying against their will and at a 
loss. Then would come sharp reduc- 
tion In farm values, and doubtless a 
recurrence to the former era of aban- 
doned farms. 


This is from the farmers' stand- 


point.

condensaries. 
through 


which approximately 1120,000,000 of 
foreign wealth was brought last year 
to America through the sale of their 
products, would be unable to operate 
without loss in the state of New Tork 
but would remove to other states, 
where there nre no restrictions. \Vhat 
this would mean to cities and towns 
like our own can easily be realized. 


Altogether, the Thompson bill ap- 


pears to be a vicious measure, which 
should be defeated for the good of the 
state as a whole. As for the price of 
milk, cheese and butter, the increase 
In cost to the consumer since al9l-< 
Is less than that of practically any 
other food product, and i» not un- 
reasonable when une consider* the 
doubled cost of feeds for cattle, the 
preat inarcase in labor cost* on the 
farms and of distribution. Moreover. 
if the price of milk can be fixed by 
government commission, why not the 
price of c\ory other product of farm 
and factory" Why rot the price of et- 
cry form of labor™ \\~tty not Uie pnc» 
of every arti-ie sold bv every fci'sineas 
house in the couatn ?

member*, will spend thl* year $250,- 
000 In advertising to increase the con- 
sumption of pi lines and apricots. The 
citrus growers of California have sav- 
ed their industiy from ruin bv adver- 
tising. These fruits are a semi-luxury. 
Dairy products- are a necessity both 
from a food and a. health standpoint. 
The consumption 1* lets than half of 
what it should be according to the 
best food expert*. If advertising will 
teach people to use something which 
under stress they might 
get

without, it certainly should be suc- 
cessful in creating a larger demand 
for a great food like milk and its 
product*." 


STAR BIG PRESS DISABLED. 


Stereotype Plate Breaka Wrecking 1m- 


preMlon Cylinder and" Gears. 


Saturday morning, while the big 


presa on which The Star i* printed 
was running along turning out 10-page 
papers at the rate of 20,000 or more 
paper* an hour, one of the stereotype 
plate* broke and pieces became so im- 
bedded In the blanket that the cylin- 
der was fractured and several gears 
stripped. This put the press out of 
commission with about 1,000 papers 
remaining to be printed to supply all 
subscribers. 


It required several hours for H. E. 


Gorham to make temporary repairs 
so that the paper in a reduced size 
could be printed, with the result that 
several city routes could not be seried 
until early afternoon.

•SO POISONED OMVES HERE. 


Six Bottles Ordered for Two Custom- 


ers, But Remain Undelivered. 


Newspaper reports published in the 


Sunday papers contained reference to 
the alleged shipment of Bix bottles of 
ripe stuffed olives, supposed to con- 
tain poison in the-form of deadly ba- 
cillus, botullnus, to 
Oneonta. 
The 


three brands which are supposed to 
have some of the poisoned ripe olives 
are the Batavia, Ferndell and Riche- 
lieu. Only ripe olive* stuffed with pi- 
mentos and sold in bottles are^affected. 


Inquiry ot the local wholesalers dis- 


closed that none of the brands named 
are handled by them. 
In fact, they 


have little or no demand 'for ripe 
olives. Lavern Palmer has for years 
handled the Ferndell brand of canned
